the time be expired, Therefore it is provided and declared, that if they fail 
to make payment of the due taxation of their moneys within twentie dayes 
after each term, that the partie ſo failying, ſhal be ſubject in payment of the 
triple of the ſaid taxation, for each term wherein he failyes, and letter ſhall be 
direct againk them, for payment thereot in form as effeits. 

Further, for the better obſervation of this AR, It is declared, that whoſo-

erection of that honorable Conſiſtorie (which is a biding monument of the glo- 

rie of their reigns) not only to be moft uſefull for royall ſervice , bur alio ne- 

ceſſary and profitable for the peace of the Kingdom, and to the ſeen good and 

comfort of all the ſubjects.
